The  Provision  of  Technical  Assistance  and  Support 
to  Health  Care  Providers 

In  addition  to  the  provision  of  direct  funding  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  provides  assistance  to  health  care,  social 
service  and  educational  institutions  throughout  the  State  as  they 
develop  and/or  expand  their  capacity  to  care  for  people  with  HIV 
infection . 

Among  the  services  provided  by  the  Department  are  the 
following : 

**DPH  has  developed  a  Clinical  Trials  Registry  with 
an  on-line  registry  and  printed  directory  of  all 
HIV/AIDS  drug  protocols  in  the  Commonwealth. 

**DPH  has  worked  closely  with  groups  developing  a  home- 
delivered  meals  program  for  people  with  ARC/AIDS. 

**DPH  has  organized  an  educational  conference  on  expanding 
HIV/AIDS  services  in  chronic  care  hospitals  as  well  as 
follow-up  technical  sessions. 

**DPH  has  participated  in  the  development  of  the  design  and 
implementation  of  a  skilled  nursing  facility  for 
people  with  AIDS. 

**DPH  has  worked  with  community  health  centers  to  determine 
ways  to  assist  the  centers  in  expanding  their  capacity  to 
care  for  people  with  AIDS. 

**DPH  has  worked  closely  to  assist  in  the  development  of 
residential  facilities  for  people  with  HIV/AIDS  including 
Seton  Manor,   a  residential  facility  for  people 
with  ARC/AIDS  operated  by  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston. 

**DPH  has  a  training  unit  which  assists  professional 
provider  groups  in  training  members  and  which  offers 
direct  educational  sessions  as  part  of  a  "training 
of  trainers"  program. 

**DPH,    together  with  the  Department  of  Education,  has 
developed  an  HIV/AIDS  related  curr iculum--entit led 
"Learn  and  Live" — which  is  used  by  educational 
school  systems  throughout  the  Commonwealth.
